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Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  dne  onto  his  nnme ; 
Glng  un  ortcriiif  and  conu:  b«*fi>rc;  him ;  worship  tlio 
Lord  iu  the  bcaul;r  oriioliDess.” — 1  Chron.  xvi :  2tl. 

The  worship  of  somo  Divinity  is  roeval 
nnti  connatural  with  tlic  existenco  of  man. 
Wherever  the  liglit  of  the  sun  has  shone — 
wherever  the  tieauties  and  the  glories  and 
tlic  wonders  of  creation  have  been  seen — the 
footsteps  of  a  G’od  have  been  traced,  and 
oltserving  man  has  recognised  the  handy 
work  of  a  Divinity.  Go  hack  to  the  nidc.st 
nod  most  uncultivated  age  of  man  ;  visit  the 
most  barbarous  climes  tlitit  linve  ever  been 
cxploretl,  where  tlie  dim  light  of  nature  alone 
had  been  seen — where  the  illuminations  of 
science  and  the  sun  of  a  supernatural  revela¬ 
tion  had  never  shone — where  a  temple  for 
public  worship  had  never  been  reared — nor 
tlic  pious  anthems  of  a  cultivated  and  rhas- 
tened  devotion  ever  ascended — or  on  the 
green  banks  of  the  gently  meandering  Eu¬ 
phrates,  or  by  the  .side  of  the  dark  rolling 
Ganges,  or  along  the  stealthy  waters  and 
sultry  clime  of  the  Niger,  or  amid  the  polar 
regions  of  the  snowy  north,  or  far  to  the 
we.st,  where  the  red  savage  pursues  tlic 
Ixmnding  game  along  the  wooded  banks  of 
Columbia — there  will  you  find  the  impress 
of  the  Deity  enstamped  on  his  offspring,  and 
the  child  looking  around  for  itn  Father. 

And,  though  rude  may  be  his  manners 
and  crude  his  conceptions,  there  will  you 
find  him  prostrating  himself  in  adoration, 
or  in  some  form  or  other  paying  rcligioas 
homage  to  a  Power  which,  though  unseen, 
is  felt  to  be  above  and  around  him.  He 
knows  that  he  has  a  being — that  he  had  a 
brginning — that  he  did  not  create  himself — 
and  hence,  that  there  is  a  Power,  a  being, 
prior  and  superior  to  himself.  And  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  conceptions  of  the  nature  and  cha- 
nicter  of  that  Being,  will  be  his  feelings  and 
acts  of  devotion  and  religious  homage. 

Though  he  may  “ignorantly  worship” 
the  “unknown  God,”  and  be  unable  to 
"give  to  the  Lord  the  honor  due  unto  his 
name;”  though  the  “oflerings”  he  brings 
may  not  be  such  as  reason,  enlightened  by 
revelation,  would  dictate;  and  though  he 
cannot  truly  “worship  the  Lord  in  the  beau¬ 
ty  of  holiness,”  yet  the  very  existence  of 
this  desire  in  him  speaks  much  in  favor  of 
human  nature,  and  still  more  in  praise  of  its 
•  divine  Author  ;  at  the  same  time  it  .shows 
the  prolmbility.  the  jiropricty,  tlie  necessity 
anil  the  benevolence  of  a  revelation  from 


God  to  man,  in  relation  to  the  paternal  cha¬ 
racter  and  purposes  of  the  former,  and  the 
duties  and  destination  of  the  latter. 

True,  lltailienism  has  multiplied  its  di¬ 
vinities,  its  temples,  its  altars  and  sacrifices, 
and  paid  a  blind  adoration  to  unknown  gods 
and  demons.  But  this  only  proves  the 
strong  prepossessions  of  human  nature  in 
Ihvor  of  religion,  and  shows  the  necessity 
and  prepares  the  way  for  the  introduction  of 
the  lively  oracles  of  God,  and  a  moro  pure 
and  hallowed  devotion. 

The  ancient  progenitors,  and  patriarchs 
of  the  Hebrew  nation,  were  selected  from 
the  mass  of  mankind,  called  from  Pagan 
idolatry,  instructed  in  the  knowledge  and 
worship  of  the  true  and  living  God,  and 
made  the  deposit  ries  of  those  revelations 
which  exibit  the  unity,  ubiquity,  omnisci¬ 
ence,  omnipotent  e  and  benevolence  of  the 
Deity,  and  the  manner  in  which  he  will  Ix; 
worshipped  by  his  creuturcs.  Tho’  these  an¬ 
cient  and  chosen  servants  of  the  Most  High, 
ns  yet  had  no  temples  of  worship  in  which 
to  pay  their  vows,  yet  they  felt  that  the  every 
where  present  God  could  hear  and  be  ac¬ 
ceptably  worshipped  in  the  open  field — that 
the  earth  was  his  and  the  fulness  thereof — 
that  all  creation  is  his  temple — and  hence 
that  he  dwclleth  not  exclusively  in  temples 
made  with  hands.  The  wandering  exile 
in  the  wilderness  of  Beersheba,  could  meet 
•and  hold  communion  with  his  God,  and 
see  the  opening  glories  of  Messiah’s  reign, 
and  grasp  by  faith  the  joys  of  Paradise,  in 
no  Other  temple  save  that  whose  columns 
supported  the  earth,  whose  walls  to  him 
were  the  horizon,  whose  gilderl  cornices 
were  the  stars,  whose  arch  was  the  firma¬ 
ment,  whose  roof  the  cerulean  sky,  and 
whose  altar  was  the  heart  of  the  worship¬ 
per.  But  still  these  early  worshippers  of 
the  true  God  well  knew  the  power  which 
the  principle  of  association  exerts  over  hu¬ 
man  nature  ;  and  were  early  taught  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  value  of  public  and  social  wor¬ 
ship. 

The  language  of  our  text  is  a  part  of  the 
first  Psalm  ever  composed  by  King  David, 
the  sweet  singer  of  Israel.  It  was  on  an 
occasion  of  great  joy  and  gratulation  to  all 
Israel,  when  the  ark  of  the  covenant,  which 
contained  the  golden  pot  that  had  manna, 
Aaron’s  rod,  and  the  tables  of  the  covenant, 
those  mementos  of  the  Divine  mercy  and 
power,  and  repositories  of  divine  know¬ 
ledge — was  brought  with  rejoicing  and 
thanksgiving,  from  the  house  of  Obed- 
edom,  and  placed  in  the  tabernacle  prepared 
for  it  in  the  city  of  David.  In  this  Psalm, 
David,  after  having  oftered  burnt  sacrifices  , 
and  peace  offerings  before  God,  in  the  pre-  j 
scnce  of  the  assembled  multitude,  in  order 


to  inqiress  the  people  with  a  deep  sense  of 
religious  obligations,  recounts  the  miracles 
of  mercy  and  the  acts  of  power  and  benig¬ 
nity  which  God  had  wrought  among  them, 
and  calls  upon  the  people  to  “give  nnto  tlic 
Lord  the  glory  due  unto  his  name  ;  bring 
an  offering  and  come  before  him  and  to 
“worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holi¬ 
ness.” 

In  nothing,  perhaps,  are  mankind  more 
liable  to  be  im|)osed  on  than  in  matters  of 
religion.  They  will  sooner  suspect  the  hon¬ 
esty  of  men  on  almost  any  other  subject 
than  that  of  religion.  And  one  principal 
cause  to  which  this  liability  of  being  impo¬ 
sed  on  is  attributable,  is.  the  strong  prepos- 
•scssions  of  human  nature  in  fiivor  of  reli¬ 
gion — that  man  will  have  something  he  can 
call  religion ;  hence  if  he  cannot  find  llio 
true,  he  will  take  up  with  a  counterfeit :  for 
although  “the  full  soul  loatheth  an  honey 
comb,  yet  to  the  hungry  soul  every  bitter 
thing  is  sweet.” 

That  the  worship  of  God  is  a  duty,  all 
mankind  are  agreed.  That  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  this  duty  is  a  privilege  and  a  plea¬ 
sure,  is  also  contended  by  all  who  entertain 
ennobling-  conceptions  of  his  nature,  cha¬ 
racter  and  requirements.  But  hoto  he  is  to 
lie  worshijiped— in  what  form  and  manner, 
and  with  what  motives,  view’s  and  feelmcs, 
are  questions  on  which  a  variety  of  opinions 
has  obtained,  and  in  the  solution  of  which 
many  conflicting  views  would  be  advanced. 

Ill  further  discoursing  on  this  subject,  I 
propo.se  to  consider, 

I.  The  nature  and  character  of  that  Be¬ 
ing  who  claims,  and  who  alone  has  the  right 
to  claim,  the  worship  of  rational  creatures. 

II.  The  nature  and  design  of  that  wor¬ 
ship  which  wc  owe  him ;  and 

HI.  Apply  the  subject  to  the  occasion  on 
which  we  are  now  assembled. 

I.  A  knowledge  of  the  nature  and  che- 
racter  of  God  lays  at  the  foundation  of  all 
true  religion.  For  to  worship  a  being  of 
whom  we  have  no  correct  conceptions,  is  to 
worship  we  know  not  what— dt  is  to  wor¬ 
ship  without  a  motive,  without  acccptable- 
iiess,  and  witliout  benefit.  And  to  worship 
a  being  that  exists  only  in  imagination,  or 
any  being  difterent  from  the  true  God,  is  to 
worship  an  idol  of  our  own  making.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  men’s  notions  ef  God.  will,  in 
general,  be  tbe  character  of  their  religion.— 
If  they  entertain  gross  and  absurd  views  of 
the  Being  they  worship,  their  religion  will 
be  BU()er8titious  and  inconsistent.  Nor  can 
there  be  a  sufficiently  powerful  and  con¬ 
straining  motive  to

and  draw  their  cheerful  hearts  by  the  sillscn 
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cords  of  lovn.  to  thst  state  of  feeling  iu 
which  they  will  “  Worsliip  the  Lord  in  iIk; 
beauty  of  holineJts.” 

Hence,  all  views  of  the  Divine  character 
that  are  mysterious,  absurd  or  incensistoiit : 
all  views  UiaSrare  repulsive  to  the  better 
feelings  of  tlic  human  hr^art ;  or  that  aie  cal¬ 
culated  to  engender  a  slavish  fear,  or  lush 
the  unwilling  smil  into  the  •jicrforinance  of 
a  round  of  formal  ceremonies,  and  irksome 
drudger)',  in  order  to  placate  an  ollended 
sovereign,  without  consulting  the  happiness 
of  tlie  worshipper;  should  lie  carefully  avoid¬ 
ed,  as  being  not  only  unworthy  of  liod,  but 
pernicious  to  man  and  destructive  to  genu¬ 
ine  worship  and  pure  religion. 

To  know  God  unto  -[icrfection,  or  fully 
to  comprehetid  him  in  nil  his  infinity, 
conics  not  within  the  reacli  of  finite  capaci¬ 
ties  :  but  to  know  what  he  is,  and  uliat  are 
the  attributes  belonging  to  him,  is  not  only 
possible,  but  a  plain  and  obvious  duly 
which  he  requires  at  our  hands.  "  Ac¬ 
quaint  now  thyself  with  God,  and  be  at 
jicace  :  thereby  good  shall  conie  unto  thee.’’ 

We  have  only  to  open  our  eyes  on  the 
works  of  creation,  providence  and  grace, 
nse  the  reason  that  God  has  given  us,  and 
contemplate  the  stupendous  miracles  of  his 
wonder-working  hand,  as  every  where  dis- 
playeil,  witliin,  benetith,  around  and  above 
us,  to  discover  the  Divine  existence.  To 
doubt  his  existence  were  almost  as  absurd 
as  to  doubt  our  own  ;  seeing  the  evalcnccs 
of  his  being  are  every  where  so  strikingly 
displayed. 

The  gpiritvality  o{  God  is  taught  us  lioth 
by  reason  and  rcvelatiom  "  God  is  a  spi- 
rit,  and  they  who  worship  him  must  *wor- 
ship  him  iu  spirit  and  in  truth,”  is  the  voice 
of  revelation.  Though  we  cannot  see  him 
with  our  natural  vision,  yet  we  seo  the  dis- 
.playsof  his  omnific  energies,  his  sufierlative 
wisdom  and  boundless  munificence,  and  our 
reason  assures  us  that  an  all  powerful  and 
omnipresent  spirit  pervades  the  universe, 
and  is  at  all  times  present  with  us. 

Tlis  undivided  and  indivisible  vnity  of 
God,  is  an  idea  of  no  small  importance  to 
man  in  directing  his  mind,  with  proper  in¬ 
tensity  and  surticient  assurance,  to  the  only 
proper  object  of  supremeadoralion  and  wor¬ 
ship.  "To  us,^  says  the  a|>ostle  Paul, 
"  there  is  Init  one  God,  the  Father,  of  whom 
are  all  things.’’  Moses  says,  "  Hear,  O  Is¬ 
rael  :  Uie  Lord  mu  God  is  one  Lonl :  and 
thou  shalr  love  the  I^rd  thy  God  willi  all 
thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with 
all  thy  might.”  Now  supjKisc  a  plurality 
of  Gods,  or  even  a  plurality  of  |>ersoiis  m 
one  God,  (allowing  the  lailrr  idea  could  as¬ 
sume  any  tangible  form.)  and  the  injiihctioii 
were  given,  "llnai  ahalt  love  the  Gods,  or 
the  ditieis'ui  persons  in  the  GiMlIiead,  Midi 
all  Ihy  heart.”  Itc.,  wmild  there  not  he  a 
ennibsion  of  ubsw  in  the  mind,  and  a  didi 
tsilty  in  iletcriniiung  trhirk  of  the  thsU  or 
peraofia  waa  entitled  Wi  the  rreateia  share

derations  in  regard  to  his  character  which 
wc  deem  of  far  grc.ater  im|iorluncc.  Unity 
of  p^reon'in  the  Godliead  is  of  i’ar  less  im¬ 
portance  to  us  thiiii  unity  of  chorocter — and 
especially  consistency  and  perfection  of  cha¬ 
racter.  For  1  had  rather  uorsliip  two, 
three,  nr  even  an  liuiidred  Gods,  if  they 
were  all  g'ood  ones,  than  to  worship  only 
one,  if  that  were  a  bad  one. 

Hence  the  great  importance  of  midcrstaiid- 
iiig  the  natural  and  moral  perfections  of  Goil, 
his  will  and  purjMises  relative  to  his  crea¬ 
tures,  the  inniiuUibilily  of  his  nature,  the 
duties  we  owe,  and  the  relution  iu  which  we 
stand  towards  him. 

Goil  has  revealed  himself  to  his  creature 
man,  iu  the  volumes  of  nature  and  revela¬ 
tion,  as  the  most  piu  fect  and  adorable  of  all 
beings  ;  self-existent  and  eternal — with¬ 
out  beginning  and  without  end  ;  as  infinite 
in  wisdom,  to  whom  all  things  areoi)en  and 
known  from  bcgiiiiiiiig  to  end ;  as  omnipo¬ 
tent  ill  power,  swaying  the  sceptre  of  un¬ 
controlled  doiiiiiiiou  over  all  worlds  and  be¬ 
ings  ;  whose  very  nature  is  U-nevoleuce  it¬ 
self,  and  who  is  proclaimed  "  the  Lord,  the 
Lord  God,  merciful  and  graeious,  long  suf¬ 
fering  and  abundant  iu  goodness  and  truth, 
keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  ini¬ 
quity,  and  traiisgressifm,  and  sin,  and  that 
will  by  no  means  clear  llie  guilty.”  Add 
to  these  adorable  jierleetious'ol’  God,  the 
idea  of  the  parental  character  in  uliich  lie 
is  revealed  tons,  and  iu  which  relation  he 
stands  to  all  his  intellectual  oll’spring,  wc 
can  sec  the  foundation  laid  deep  and  strong 
for  the  sincere  worship  aud  hcart-fclt  ho¬ 
mage  of  his  children.  They  cun  now  look 
up  to  him  as  their  kind  Father  and  loving 
Friend  ;  the  perfection  of  wiiose  v\  isdoni  is 
such  that  his  plans  c.an  never  be  thwarted  ; 
the  omnipotence  of  wliosc  power  can  carry 
fully  into  effect  all  his  vast  and  glorious  de¬ 
signs  ;  and  the  benevolence  of  whoso  na¬ 
ture  directs  all  his  plans  and  divine  energit's 
to  the  accomplishment  of  good  and  the  se¬ 
curing  of  their  happiness — Ihe'happiiiess  of 
all.  They  can  witness  the  stalely  goings 
of  the  Almighty,  and  behold  the  arm  of  his 
power  outstretched,  not  to  alarm  their  fears, 
but  to  secure  their  confidence,  not  to  tcrrily 
the  weak,  but  to  defend  their  helplessness. 

We  can  see  the  tokens  of  his  goodness, 
and  read,  in  letters  of  gold,  liis  lioundless 
love,  in  all  the  vast  range  of  orealioii.  We 
behold  them  in  the  mechanism  and  order  of 
iiutnie — in  the  heaving  tides  of  the  ocean, 
in  the  loffy  moniitnins  and  w  ide  spread  ral¬ 
lies  of  (lie  earth,  in  the  bounties  of  the  land¬ 
scape,  the  gurgling  fountains  of  water,  tlic 
fragrance  of  the  air.  the  flowery  iU'coralii>iis 
of  i^pring,  the  green  and  luxuriant  rur|M  i  of 
Sumiia  r,  the  rich  golden  harvest  of  Aii- 
liiiiin,  mill  the  wliite  robes  of  Winter— in

man  bolds  the  niiddle  grade  and  forms  tlic 
roriiiectiiig  link,  by  which,  thmigh  bound  to 
earth  and  inferior  ohjeets,  for  a  season,  he 
is  indissoUibly  linked  to  angels  and  to  Gtsl, 
by  the  intelleclinil  powers  and  faculties  with 
which  he  is  endowed. 

Hut  above  all  is  his  lienevolcnce  seen  in 
the  glorious  gosjiel  of  Jesus  Christ,  our 
I,or(l,  which  brings  life  and  immortality  to 
light  lor  perishing  mortals,  waves  the  hisn- 
iier  of  celestial  love  to  a  dying  world,  and 
beckons  weary,  sorrowing  man  to  the  re- 
fre.shing  shades  of  Paradise,  the  gushing 
waters  of  salvation,  and  the  endless,  uiieor- 
rodiiig  and  immortal  joys  of  heaven.  Well 
did  the  inspired  apostle  call  this  "//le  vn- 
sjteakabfe  f^ft  of  GocT' — uiispcakuhle  iii- 
(leed  !  for  it  will  require  the  untold  ages  of 
eternity  itself  to  devclopc  all  its  blc.ssiiigs 
and  riches  to  man.  God  so  loved  the  world 
that  he  freely  bestowed  this  gill  u|mhi  if,  and 
sent  the  Son  of  his  unpurchased  lovei,  not  to 
condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  lie  saved.  And  "  I  am 
persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor  life,  nor 
angels,  nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor 
things  present,  nor  things  to  come,  nor 
lieiglit,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature, 
shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.” 
lioni.  viii :  98,  39.  If  aught  in  creation 
can  excite  in  man  gratitude,  veneration, 
love  and  true  devotion  ;  if  any  thing  ran  in¬ 
duce  him  to  “  worship  the  Ijord  in  the  loau- 
ty  of  holiness,”  surely  it  must  be  this  view 
of  the  divine  eliaracter — this  alone  can  foiiu 
the  basis  of  true  religion,  and  prove  the  nur¬ 
sery  of  heart-felt  anil  sincere  worship.

Hut  notwillistaiiduig  the  clear  light  in 
which  this  adoniblc  and  all  perfect  charac¬ 
ter  of  God  is  exhibited,  both  in  the  volumes 
of  ndture  and  revelation,  erring,  short-sight¬ 
ed  and  vain  mortals,  with  their  foolish 
hearts  darkened,  have  substituted  a  monster 
in  its  stead — a  creature  of  their  own  ima¬ 
gination.  They  have,  while  professing 
Uicmsclvcs  wise,  many  of  them  “  become 
fools,”  as  Ihe  apostle  says,  “  and  changed 
the  glory  of  the  incorruptible  God  into  an 
image  made  like  to  corruptible  man,  and  to 
birds,  and  four-footed  k’asts  and  creeping 
things.”  Alas,  how  has  the  gold  liocoiiic 
dim  !  and  tlie  most  tine  gold  chniigetl!  lli- 
iher  from  passion  or  caprice,  or  interest  or 
pride,  in  order  to  exalt  tlieniselves  above  tlic

Therefore,  its  general 
high  standing  should  not  he  lost  sight  of — a 
want  of  dignity  or  of  talent  ought  not  to  he 
found  in  its  pages — it  .should  command  the  rrs- 
ftcct  as  w  ell  ii.s  excite  ihey’Mira  of  it.s  opponents  ; 
and  care  should  ho  taken  not  to  render  its  ei.o- 
niics  to  iiaiiitemptihie,  lu.-t  it  loose  reputation  in  | 
the  roiiihat,  and  hecoine  degr.tded  on  the  lield  | 
of  victory.  The  gicat  c.iii.se  of  truth  can  l  e 
picrid  ill  sober  earnc.-t.  Ect  it  be  the  part  of  it.s 
u/'poHKtita  alone  to  indulge  in  invective — it  is 
appropriate  province  to  abuse  and  insult — 
tbey  need  not  1»!  tiiiiglit  with  tlieir  own  wea¬ 
pons — let  tliem  be  met  with  tliosc  that  are  plain¬ 
ly  wrnugbt,  soimit,  strorg,  and  sharp  as  a  two 
ciIl'ciI  sworil,  sill  Ii  as  will  divide  them,  joint  i 
a  d  marrow.  TI  us  repelled  and  subdued,  tli»-y  i 
eic.iiot  renew  the  eontliet  to  tlieir  adv.iiitage. — 
Itiil  iftiiileil  only  with  vvecjions  similar  to  tlieir 
own,  they  re|>eat  the  attack  with  all  the  emptv 
V'lpouringa  of  tho  lit  ro  of  (iaih — tberelbre  the 
Davids  of  the  present  day  should  discreetly 
choose  their  mi»siles.
